Washington— Although the United 


States government is not a member 
of the league of nations there is no 
escaping the favorable Impression 
which has been made here by the en- 
thusiastic welcome given Germany by 
her former foes in formally admit- 
ting her to a seat of equality on the 
council of the league. 
Eight years have gone by since the 


armistice and the feeling here is that 
the world has progressed a good deal 
when It can forget in such a small 
space of time the hatreds engendered 
by the war and when -a premier of 
France can take figuratively to his 
bosom the traditional enemy for 
whom In the last few years since hos- 
tilities ceased there has been only sus- 
picion and distrust. 


The- basic difficulty in solving re- 


parations was distrust. 
The main 


problem in disarming Europe and re- 
ducing the burdensome expenditures 
of peace tune has been suspicion. Now 
with spirit of Locarno still undimln- 
ished, - the nations have welcomed 
Germany and,given back to her many^ 


," 
of privileges which she lost at ~V:er- 


~~ 
saill«s. In tHe peace treaty Germany 
was regarded as a vanquished nation 
—she"was forced to sign a" confession 
of guilt as well as an acceptance of 
foreign supervision in regulating the 
size of her army and navy. 


GERMANY AGAIN IS POWER 
Now Germany sits with the other 


nations and can exercise a veto such 
as she used to have in the family of 
nations. No big political problem in 
Europe can be solved without her 
consent. The council of the league is 
made up of soverign powers each of 
whom must agree before an affirma- 
tive action can be taken. 


And why do the 
nations of the 


world including France now accept 
Germany? Because they have seen 
that the democratic movement in Ger- 
many is sincere and that while love 


t of monarchy may be present as a tra-

ditional affection, the rule of the 


>A people is firmly established against 


autocracy.

To some extent, therefore, the slo- 


gan'of the war—to make the world 
safe for democracy—has been real- 
ized.

RAILROADS TO ARGUE 


FOR REDUCED RATE 


Minneapoli!*-(/P)—A "six-cent reduc- 


tion in all rail rates on gVain and 
flour to the east proposed in July by 
the Minneapolis and St. Louis and 
Soo Line railways, was the subject of 
an interstate commerce commission 
hearing which opened here Monday. 


Representatives.of the two carriers 


will present evidence and arguments 
to show that the freight cuts should 
be allowed since they were planned to 
reduce the existing differential against 
Northwest grain, milled in transit at 
Minneapolis and shipped all rail to 
the seaboard and New England, and 
in favor of grain shipped from Du- 
luth, via the Great Lakes and manu- 
factured at Buffalo. 
Grain markets and Milling centers 


competing with Minneapolis for grain 
and flour business in the east are pre- 
pared to oppose the rate reduction, 
claiming that the cuts, would throw 
the entire rate structure off balance

many of those who enter the 


'teaching profession do so with the inten- 
tion x>f making teaching their career? Es- 
timates by those familiar with the subject 
place it at a scant half. 
Even a promi- 


nent educator, in urging the merits of 
pedagogy, calls attention to the fact that 
it is an "excellent stepping stone." In 
which instance he has put his finger on the 
very canker that threatens the teaching 
profession. 


Teaching, when used as a stepping 


stone instead of a career, gives rise to 
various ills and evils. In the first place. 
!50 per <*ent are not concerned with teach- 
ing and keeping the profession of teaching 
on a high plane., but with using it as a 
point of vantage from which to launch 
upon some more lucrative, more profes- 
sionally promising career. 
This entails 


constant change in teaching personnel and 
a resulting dearth of capable and experi- 
enced instructors. 
But the greatest dis- 


advantage is that our children are not re- 
ceiving the competent tutelage and guid- 
ance that can be afforded only by the 
man or woman who follows pedagogy, not 
as a stepping stone, bxit as a life work. 


"What is wrong with the teaching pro- 


fession?"' asked ''The 'Delineator." in a 
recent "essay "conte'st." "Out" of 2.300 who 
competed, more than l.iOO gave as their 
reason for abandoning the teaching ca- 
reer the lack of esteem in which the pro- 
fession is held. 
Coupled with the ever- 


present' dissatisfaction with the scale of 
remuneration, this drives many of our 
best teachers into other fields. 


What is the answer? 
It is to make 


teaching attractive as a life work for am- 
bitious men and women of the highest cali- 
bre, to restore it to its merited respect, to 
accord it proper and adequate remunera- 
tion. Put the teacher in his rightful place 
in society and give him sufficient income 
to maintain his position and the difficulty 
will be solved. 
Sooner or later we must 


do this or our over-praised educational 
system will collapse.

even revived the Marathon race, and are 
developing many a Phcidippidcs.

Plato is hardly more than a name—if even 
that. 
It might be well to give some at-

the rest, who even poked fun at them. 
Xor was the fate of Socrates such as to 
encourage the tendency toward intellec- 
tual and spiritual culture.

be said that we have yet much to learn 
from the Greeks. " "When we have fully 
absorbed the lesson we shall perhaps re- 
alize that the classroom is of at least equal 
importance with the stadium.

RINGWORM OF HANDS AND FEET 


A new form of ringworm, affecting chiefly the 


hands and feet of persons who patronize public 
gymnasiums and swimming pools, has been recog- 
nized in the last few years. This condition was for- 
merly called "eczema." 
In a technical article on the prevalence of the 


trouble Dr. Joseph Brmnberg. Buffalo skin special- 
ist, remarks that doubtless there have always been 
a certain number of cases of this form of ringworm 
<but it seemed .o come to a crisis when three or four 
million young men were thrown into such close 
contact in the army. A few years after the army 
was demobilized the'trouble became quite prevalent 
among the general population.1 


Dr. Brumberg finds that, the Infection occurs 


wherever people walk about barefoot, as in gym- 
nasiums, baths, athletic clubs, swimming pools, 
summer resort beaches, or in the home. One affect- 
ed person leaves a bit of loose skin which carries 
some of the ringworm fungi: the next barefoot per- 
son comes along and picks ui^ the flake of skin on 
his toes and ro acquires the disease. Touching or 
scratching his toes with his fingers, the victim 
spreads the trouble to his hands and forearms, and 
sometimes to other parts of the body. 


Characteristic features of this ringworm derma- 


titis are: 
1. White, moist lardlike deposits between the 


toes. 


2. Cracking between the toes. 
3. Unusual callus formations on the soles or 


unusual soft corns between the toes. 


4. Deep seated blisters on the feet. 
5. Toenails become thickened, crumbling, ir- 


regular. 
On the hands the ringworm lesions are well de- 


fined patches, readily mistaken for simple eczema, 
situated on the sides of the fingers and between the 
fingers. On hands or feet the trouble may be mis- 
aken for i-vy poisoning at first. 


The rinsworm spores.are found by microscopic 


examination of a bit of skin shaved off the top of a 
blister. 
In order to eradicate the ringworm spores from 


the skin it is necessary to (1) remove all dead skin 
and scales: (2) scrub to the limit of endurance with 
soap and water: (3) persistently apply such para- 
siticides as salicylic acid, 
potassium 
permanga- 


nate, or chrysarobin. In some cases mild x-ray 
treatment helps, but X-ray alone will not cure. 


Some reader reported a year ago that he found 


an effective remedy for nn obstinate itching lesion 
between the toes. He said a single daily application 
of a rather strong: solution of salicylic acid in al- 
cohol puts an end to the trouble. I should suggest 
that 30 grains of- salicylic acid in an ounce of al- 
cohol or in an ounce of water if alcohol is not ob- 
tainable. Js strong enough, and one painting or 
swabbing of the affected portion of skin each day is 
sufficient. Even this should not be used for more 
than a week, unless under medical observation. 


It would be mighty bad treatment to apply any 


such parasticides to a simple eczema or simple der- 
matitis form contact with irritating chemicals, for 
instance. 


So before you undertake to annihilate the ring- 


worm fungi be sure you have ringworm.
